Governor Nat E. Harris has charged 
the state food council with the work 
of making a farm labor survey of the 
state of Georgia, for the purpose of 
co-operating with the United States 
department of agriculture and the 
United States department of labor in 
undertaking to relieve labor shortage 
‘on Georgia farms in order that there 
mar de no shortage or wastage of the 
food crops which the Georgia farmers 
have planted in response to the appeal 
from Washington. 

The immediate work of making the 
survey will be carried out by Dr. A. M. 
Soule and Professor J. Phil Campbell. 
of the state college of agriculture, who 
have volunteered through the connec- 
‘tion with the farm extension work, to 
do this in the Georgia counties in which 
extension agents are employed. 

Commissioner of Agriculture J. J. 
Brown will utilize his department or- 
ganization to carry out the work in 
counties where there are no extension 


agents. 

Will Assist in Work. 
Commissioner of Commerce and La- 

bor Hal M. Stanley will also assist in 


the work. 
J. M. Purdom, Jr., has been designated 


by the United States department of ag- 
riculture as its representative to con- 


duct this work in Georgia. 

The survey will be made according to 
plans worked out by the two federal 
departments and the state department 
of commerce and labor. 
| As a means of helping short-handed 
farmers to secure labor at once, farm 
employment bureaus will be established 
immediately in such counties or locali- 
ties as labor conditions warrant.

“The department of justice toda 
communicated instructions by telegrap 
or long distance telephone to its of- 
ficers and agents in communities wher- 
ever meetings are likely to be held at 
which agitation against registration as 
prescribed in the new army bill might 
be indulged: in. The United States at- 
torneys and marshals were directed to 
be present or represented at the meet- 
ings and to have stenographic reports 
made of the addresses delivered. 

“These reports will be gone over 
carefully and arrests will be made later 
in all instances in which the utterances 
of the speakers are calculated to dis- 
courage registration or to influence 
individuals into attempting to evade 
the provisions of the law. 

“The United States attorneys and 
marshals were also directed to ask 
close co-operation of the local police 
aut orities fn each community.

RATES ON GEORGIA PEACH 


ARE DECLARED: T00 HIGH 


Exchange, Makes Protest 
to Commission. 


Washington, May  30.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia peach—the fruit, not any 
person who has been complimented by 
being called a peach—was under dis- 
cussion before the interstate commerce 
commission today. 

The railroads are proposing to in- 
crease the freight rates paid by it, fif- 
teen per cent. Protest against their 
plans was made by B. J. Christman, of 
Atlanta, general manager of the Geor- 
gia Fruit exchange. 

Rates on the peach are too high now, 
Mr. Christman told the commissioners. 
Tariffs proposing the fifteen per cent 
advance should be cancelled, or at 
least suspended pending further in- 
quiry, if the commissioners are not gat- 
isfied with what Mr. Christman told 
them today. 

Mr. Christman submitted ten exhibits 
of figures, showing that the rates on 
Georgia peaches are the highest in the 
vountry, no matter what kind of a prop- 
er test may be applied to them. It 
sosts 3186 to send a carload of peaches 
from Fort Valley, Ga., to New York, a 
distance of 980 miles, while the rail- 
roads charge only $183 to move a Car~- 
load of oranges from Orlando, Fla., to 
New York, a distance of 1,166 miles, 

A car of peaches from Jacksonville, 
Texas, to Chicago, a distance of 996 
miles, pays only $134, as against $186 
by the Georgia peaches sent from Fort 
Valley to New York. West Virginia 
peaches get into New England mar- 
kets for $40 per car less than is as- 
sessed upon the Georgia crop. 

Texas peaches get to the Chicago 
market at $134 per car, while the Geor- 
gia fruit pays $150, 
crease in rates, Mr. Christman pointed 
out, increases the discrimination 
against the Georgia peach. 

The addition of a specific sum to the 
existing rates, he said, would at least 
not increase the disadvantage under 
which the Georgia shipper is laboring.

This Week Compared 


During Previous Week. 


London, May 30.—Eighteen British 
merchant vessels of more than 1,600 
tons were sunk during’ the past week. 
it was officially announced tonight. One 
vessel of less than 1,600 tons and two 
fishing vessels were sunk. 

Summer weather and the long days 
favor warfare on the submarines, and 
the admiralty is taking full advantage 
of these conditions, It is the belief of 
naval men that as long as these condi- 
tions prevail there is little likelihood 
that the submarines will make any bet- 
ter showing than in past months. 

The text of the announcement reads: 

“Weekly summary: 

“Arrivals, 2,719; sailings, 2,768. 

„British merchant vessels sunk by 
mines or submarines, over 1,600 tons, 18; 
under 1,600 tons, 1. 

“Rritish merchant vessels unsuccess- 
fully attacked, including one previously 
reported, 17. 

“British fishing vessels sunk, 2.“ 

The report invariably includes all 
mercantile tonnage known to have been 
sunk by mine or submarine, whether 
employed by the government or other- 
wise. 


The losses of British shipping from 
the submarine war as reported this 
week total 21, as compared with a total 
of page 4 lost in the previous week, 
While the losses of vessels exceeding 
1,600 tons each remain the same as in 
the previous report, the number of ves- 
sels of less than 1,600 tons is reduced 
from nine to only one. The number of 
fishing vessela sunk is reduced from 
three to two.

And the Louisville (Ky.) Times Las this: 


The lesson Atlanta teaches to the bal- 
ance of the country is a protec- 
tion against fire loss, which Atlanta 
never has had; and which, in fact, few 
cities of her size enjoy. 


Other cities that have suffered from fires 
due to buildings whose construction made 
them a menace to the community, easy prey 
to the flames—the frame dyelling with the 
shingle roof—have profited by their experi- 
ence, just as Atlanta will; and better build- 
ings of firepoof material have replaced the 
old. 

So, for all tho suffering due to the fire, 
the lesson to Atlanta, as to other cities, is 
a wholesome one. It confronts the people 
in the ashes of frame-constructed buildings 
where shingle roofs precominate. 

Atlanta’s burned districts are grim re- 
minders of a calamity which wise fore 
thought might have enabled us to avoid. 

The shingle roof must go! 

And it will go, now that council has put 


| the anti-shingling ordinance into immediate 


effect. 

It should have become effective on Janu- 
ary ist, of this year, but the time was er- 
tended, on appeal, to give dealers who had 
large stocks of shingles on hand time to 
dispose of them. So the operation of the 
ordinance was postponed to July 1. 

And no evasion of it will be tolerated. It 
is now time to stand pat, and the menace of 
buildings with roofs of inflammable mate- 
rials that invite the flames must be done 


away with.

LIKE FINDING MONEY. 


The experience of the cultivators of va- 


cant city lots is that in many instances it 


has been “like picking up money in the 
street.” 

And not only is it profitable employment 
from the viewpoint of dollars and cents, but 
the testimony is that it keeps the doctor 
from the door. It is both a health-winner 
and a money-maltr. 

In this connection cash returns from the 


cultivation of one vacant lot—a little over 


one acre—in Georgetown (Ky.), are of gen- 
eral interest. The Georgetown Times says: 


G. Hayes Nunnelley sold in Lexington 
Monday 2,630 pounds of tobacco which 
W. R. Woolums raised last summer on 
a vacant 1%-acre lot just back of his 
home on South Broadway. The little crop 
brought $22.40 a hundred pounds, amount- 
ing to $580 on the whole. Some returns 
from an old back .lot! 


On this basis the Kentucky paper figures 
that if the city were to close up a few old 
back streets and put out a crop of the weed, 
“the old town would soon be out of debt, 
and the finances in a flourishing condition.” 

This of the tobacco crop alone; and the 
extracts given are merely to show what has 
been done, and what might be done, with 
available vacant city lots. 

But there are other money-making crops 
as attractive inducements for the “vacant 
lot farmer,” who by the investment of a little 
time and energy may make the greater part 
of his home supplies and still have enough 
left to “go to market” and “put money in 
his purse.” 

But that is just what he does when he 
raises himself, for his home-table alone, 
what he would have to buy elsewhere. 

Anyway one laoks at it the vacant lot 
and back yard garden farmer is a winner.

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NEW BANKING LASS 
FOR GEORGIA URGED 
BY EXAMINER SPEER 


In his annual report, which was made pub- 
lic Wednesday, State Treasurer and Bank 
Examiner W. J. Speer recommends the enact- 
ment of an entire new set of state banking 
laws by the next session of the legislature 
to relieve the confusion and laxity existing 
under present laws. 

In his report he says: 

“Our bank laws are in such a state of 


| confusion, and are so unsatisfactory, that 


their condition has been fittingly described 
by competent judges as being ‘chaotic’ 

“No attempt to bring them into a syste- 
matic or harmionious whole has been made. 
There are numerous provisions, still the law 
of the state, which are applicable to the old 

_ banks of issue, but which are now entirely 


_archaic and useless. Other statutes have 


‘been enacted, looking to the e¢reation of 
banks of issue when congress shall see fit 


to remove the 10 per cent tax on state bank 
notes. These are also laws, but whether ap- 
plicable to the banks as at present organized 
and to what extent, remains to be decided. 

“The banking laws are to be found scat- 
tered through the three volumes of the code 
of 1895, and the thirteen volumes of the acts 
of the legislature since the code. Some of 
the legislative acts seem to have been passed 
in ignorance of disregard of existing laws, 
and some statutes have been amended and 
changed so often that it is difficult to deter- 
mine what the present law really is. 

“The act of 1907, creating the bank bu- 
reau, is the most serious attempt to regulate 


the business of banking which has been made 


in om years. But this act is very crude 
and umsatisfactory. 
visions acts which were the law long before 
the code of 1895. It apparently ignores other 
code sections leaving it in doubt as to 
whether they are still the law. It defines the 
duties and powers of the state bank exam- 
iner in identical terms in two separate sec- 
tions. 5 
The condition, as above set forth, is es- 
pecially true as to the branch bank business 
in this state. There is no law authorizing 
branch banks, except by implication. They 
are referred to in two sections of the code 
only, one of which requires them to be ex- 
amined, the other an old before the war’ law 
says the term Wanke includes the parent 
bank and its branches. 5 

“This is all the law we have under which 
branch banks are being operated in many 
places, without any notice or sign to indicate 
that they are a branch of any particular 
hank, being apparently distinct and separate 
institutions. 

“It seems to be permissible, under the law, 
for a bank of $15,000 capital to put into op- 
eration a whole chain of branches without a 
dollar of additional capital, but depen ing 
solely upon the public for their means of sug- 
tenance, 

“In view of the confused condition of our 


present laws governing the operation of state 


banks, we believe an entire new set of laws 
should be enacted.” 

If the enactment of a new set of laws is 
not acceptable, Treasurer Speer suggests to 
the legislature a number of amendments.

System of Voting 


(From Worid'e Work.) 
Dispatches have been’ appearing in the 
daily papers recently, reporting that, in re- 
eponse to the present agitation, the German 
government has indicated its intention to 


‘Submit to the reorganization of the system 


of districting for reichstag elections. And 
the dispatches add: “This would meet one 
of the most widely urged demands for reform 
and give Germany a more adequate repre-. 
sentation in parliament, the members of 
which aré still elected on the basis of the 
population of 1870.” : 
Unless one keeps in mind exactly what 
this means, these dispatches, and particular- 
ly the reference to the “reform,” are likely 
to confuse the great issue of the present con- 
flict: the battle of democracy against autoc- 
racy. ; . 
It is true that the present system of elec- 
tion of representatives to the reichstag is 
antiquated; it provides for the election of 
one member for each 100,000 people. On 
this basis, Berlin, which had a population of 
600,000 in 1869, had six representatives. To- 
day Berlin has a population of more than 
2,000,000, yet it still has only six represent- 
atives in the reichstag. The same situa- 
tion prevails in all the cities of the old 
North German Confederation.

Constitutionally, the reichstag has the right. 
to initiate legislation, but it is a right whieh 
it does not use to much purpose. -Practical- 
ly all legislation is initiated in the upper 
chamber. Furthermore, the bundesrath has 
the power of vetoing any measures passed 
by the reichstag. Fourteen’ votes in the 
bundesrath can defeat any proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution: the kaiser, as King 
of Prussia, controls twenty votes; That is, 
Wilhelm II. dominates the bundesrath and, 
therefore, the entire German empire: 

It is apparent, therefore, that no amount 
of reform in the apportionment of represent- 
atives to the reichstag can enable that body 


to tegister the will of the people of Germany.

Jimmie Dale 
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Senate Committee Has Nearly 
Completed Revision of 


Washington, May 30.— The war tax 
bill today assumed rough but nearly 
final form in the revision of the 31,800, 
000,000 house measure by the senate 
finance committee, . 

After working all through the holi- 
day with treasury experts, recapitulat- 
ing the committee’s revision, Chairman 
Simmons. announced that as redrafted 
the estimated revenue to be brought in 
by the bil now totals $1,460,000,000. 
bill aggregating slightty above $1,500,- 
000,000 now is generally expected. 

In resuming its conferences tomor- 
row the committee will take up minor 
tax schedules, having decided virtually 
all basic changes. Completion of the 
main revision work by Saturday is 
planned. A few more days will be re- 
quired to make technical changes and 
Senator Simmons hopes to be able to 
introduce the redrafted measure in the 
senate by the middle of next week for 
immediate consideration. Present indi- 
eations are for unanimous support by 
the republicans as well as the demo- 
crats on the committee. 

On the basis of the committee’s work 
thus far, income, excess profits, liquor, 
tobacco, special excise or consumption, 
and stamp taxes are the principal reve- 
nue sources. The committee has defi- 
nitely cut out of the house bill tax 
levies aggregating $223,000,000 and 
much more tentatively has been elim- 
inated. 

Of the principal house schedules not 
yet passed upon, it was reliably stated 
tonight. that the committee probably 
will adopt or but slightly change the 
taxes on liquors, wines, freight, ex- 
press, transportation, Pullman service, 
pipe liné, amusements and telegraph 
and long distance telephone messages. 

Rates for the new license tax an au- 
tomobiles, excess profits, perfumes, pat- 
ent medicines, confectionery and severa 
other. items have not yet. been fixed. 
The committee today received a new.

mobile taxes, ranging from $25,000,000 
to $35,000,000 upon both selling price 
and horsepower standards from which 
to make a final decision. . 

Taxation of newspapers, magazines 
and other publications having the sec- 
ond-class or cent-a-pound mailing rate’ 
will be taken up tomorrow. Postmas- 
ter General Burleson today urged Sen- 
ator Simmons to support Senator Hard- 
wick's plan for retaining the I1-cent 
oundage rate on news portions of pub- 
ications, but taxing e parts devoted 
to advertising. The committee, Sena- 
tor Simmons said, feels that some share 
of the tax burden should bep laced upon 
the publications enjoying postage rates 
less than actual cost of transportation, 
but it will not impose a burdensome 
levy. Should the Hardwick plan as of- 
fered, or modified, be adopted, Senator 
Simmons, said, the 2 per cent tax upon 
all advertising previously approved by 
the tax committee would be changed. 

Committee sentiment is said to favor 
retention of the doubled taxes imposed 
by the house on distilled spirits and 
beer, both as a revenue and to a degree 
as a war prohibition measure. ese 
liquor. schedules, it was said, probably 
will be changed little, if at all.
